on too, a kind of rank amongſt the 
Virtues: and we know Contemptu 
fame, contemni virtutes, and that 
even life it ſelf(if the circumſtances 
be handſome) will be parted 
withall to preſerve it. 


But let us ſuppoſe the motives. 


why men purſue greatzeſr, to be 
ſome of the particulars here enu- 
merated.: may we not as well 
affirmCelador flies it for the appen- 
dant burthen, and becauſe 'tis ex- 
penſfive, out of cloſeneſs and ava- 
rice, humour, or want of ability ? 
ſome grow ſullen and peeviſh that 
they be not advanc'd ; others are 

naturally 
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naturally Hypocondriacs and'$a- 
turgine, tempers of the baſeſtaloy: 
But when opulent 8 great perſons 
(fays he) undertake Publick Char- 
ges, the very rabble have fo much 
of prudence as to. condemn them 
for mad : when Phzloſophers, they 
ſerve their Country, not their in-' 
clinations, &c. None indeed but 
the rabble make that judgment 3 
for being commonly mad, they 
think all others like themſelves; 
and when Philoſophers pretend it, 
it ſeems by him they ceaſe to be 
Philoſophers, and then 'tis no mat- 
ter what they ſay. The truth is, 
men then begin to praiſe Retire- 
ment, when either no longer vigo- 
| rous and capable to a, that their 

ſpirits and. bodies fail; through 
age, infirmity, and decay of ſenſes; 
or when they cannot otherwiſe 
attain to what they aſpire; which 
ſufficiently juſtifies the preference 
of Employment ; ſince. to be thus 
CER, happy, 
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ba they: muſt firſt begin to 
Finn gp net oy-to 
traffick ſo dearly for Solitude, but 
for his Eaſe, and the difference is 
wide between them: If to be 
owner of a ſtately houſe, to. be 
bravely furniſh'd,to have a fair La- 
dy, a rich Coach, and noble. Reti- 
es if to eat good weat, drink 
the moſt generous Wine, and make 
more noile amidlt his jolly friends, 
than ever hedid either at Sea, or 
the Camp, be a Merchant or a Soxl-. 


diers Solitude z who would. not 


deſire the pretty Retreat which he 
deſcribes? For this (I take it) 'tis 


that both MAferchants plow the 


Seas, . that Lawyers break their 
brains, and Soldiers fight battels : 
in ſum, to live at eaſe, and ſplen- 
Jana: who before, and whileſt 
employ'd, were -the Pillars and 
Ornaments of their Country. 
When Ceſar is brought for an in- 
ſtance, eliquando licebit mihi 
' Ozvere, 
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preferr'd to Solitude. cr 23 
vivere, were it poſſible to wreſt it | 
to the ſence of this argument; it 
ought- yet ſo far to diflwade us 
from the -purſuit of his exa-eple, as 
'tis perfealy oppoſite to anEvange- 
lical,as well as moral poſition : No 2 
ran (faith $. Paul) lives to bimfelf: #7 
No man, ſays Cicero, ## born for 
himſelf : Certainly the great Au- 
guſius had learn'd that leſſon too 
well to affe@ repoſe for himſelf on- 
ly.z or with an intention to relax 
the excellent Government which 
rendred that age of his ſo happy 
above others : He knew J»ſticeand 
Fortitude were aGive Vertues, and 
that Prixces are Shepherds, whoſe 
function'tis not to playall dayon 
the Pipe, and make love to Ama- 
rillisz but to attend the good of 
their flock - Nor indeed ſhould 
hoy trifle their -hours in giving 
audience toBoxfſoons,or ſport wit 
Apes: Would it become an -Em-

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Legions, and give Laws to King- 
doms, to play with Cock/e-ſbels, 
or be ſtabbing Flys, when Ambaſ- 
fadors are attending him, as Domi- 
tian did ? For what can this #:ih3 
vivere leſs fignifie in a Prince, 
whoſe greateſt glory proceeds 
from «ions, profitable and pub- 
lick, and to live for others, ſuch as 
renown'd the memory of this gal- 
lant Hero ? whileſt the reſt aban- 
 doning themſelves to eaſe, effemi- 
nacy, and phantaſtick pleaſures 
(like Tiberizs in. his Caprie) be- 
came' the pity of their age, and 
the ſubjeQs of Tragedy and Setyy :

Neither does he leſs erre in pre- 
ferring it to publick buſineſs inre- 
ſpet of dignity ;, ſeeing that which 
takes care for the being of ſo many 
Societies, is infinitely more honou- 
rable than what has only. regard 
to it ſeIf; and: if his Logic hold, 
quod effecit tale,gft magis tale, thoſe 
are moſt to be reputed happy,who 
render others ſo3 fince God and 
Nature come under the confidera- 
tion : Could his happy mar remain 
in that defirable eſtate,without the 
active lives of others to protet 
him from rapine, feed and ſupply 
him with Bread, Cloaths, yas | bo 
cent neceſlaries? For'tis a grand 
miſtake to conceive, that none are 
employ'd, but ſuch as are all day 
on horſe-back, fighting Battels, or 
fitting in Tribunals : What thiok 
you. of Plow-men*and Artificers? 
nay the labours of the braiz that 
excogitates new Arts, and produce

mitted to Poſterity ? In the mean! 


time I acknowledge, that the 
greateſt Empire is to command one? 
ſelf, and that the Conrts of Prince: 
have alwales had this of ungrate- 
ful to generous Souls ; that they 
but too frequently ſubjed& gallant 
men to caperizon'd Aſſes ;, gay, 
but vitious, or infipid Princes 
are not alwaies happy in their 
choice of Favoxrites : But as it is 
not univerſally ſo, and that it isin 
the breaſt of the ſame Prince to 
turn them off, or lay by the 
Counters, to advance Good men, 
and bring Yirtze into reputation, 
theſe external ſubmiſſions may the 
better 
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_prefirr'd to Solitade;: 
better be ſupported: For wiſe mer 
donot bend the kneeſto the Beaſt 


(we have the example of Morde- Feſt.3.2. 


c4z) but to the Shrine it bears, as 
thoſe who adored Iſs upon the 
back of the Animal that carried it : 
And fo the Sunne may ſhine on a 
Dung-hill unpolluted, and thws it 
ball be done ro the man whom the 
King is pleas'd to honour; which 
though it denotes obedience in the 
obſerver,does no real dignity to the 
recipient, nor can they themſelves 
but believe it with ſome uſeful re- 
fletion as oft as they ſee a reſpect 
paid them, which they muſt needs 
be conſcious to themſelves they 
do not deferve. I cannot there- 
fore accuſe the deferent of ſo much 
adulation, as praiſe him for his obe- 
diente, ſolong as he offers no di- 
vine, or Conſumptive Oblations to 
the dol, and offends not God : For 
there is certainly no man meerly 
by being a Conrtier, obliged to

For my part, 
I believe the capacity of being 
able todogood to deſerving men, 
ſo exceſhve a delight, that as tis 
neereſt the life of God himſelf, fo 
no'-carthly felicity approches it 3 
wherefore wiſely (ſays Plutarch 
did the Ancients impoſe thoſe

names upon the . Graces, to ſhew 
that the joy of him that does 
a kindneſs, exceeds that of the 
Beneficiary 3 many (ſays he) bluſh- 
ing when they receive favours, but 
never when they beſtow them.

Sophbecles, Plato, Xenophon,Polybins, 

not to omit thele of later ages,and 

reaching even to our own doors, 
in our $id#y, Verulam, Raleigh, the 

Count of Mirandula, Scaliger the 

Father, T:zcho Brache, Thuanus, Gro- 

tins, &c. profound men of letters, 

and ſo aFive in their lives, as we 


ſhall

ſhall find them to have managed 
the greateſt of Pablick, Charges, 
not only of their native Coun- 
tries, but ſome of them of the 
World it ſelf : Z#liaz has employ- 
ed two entire Chapters expreſly 
to vindicate Philoſophers from the 
prejudices and aſperfions of thoſe 
(who like our Antagoniſt) deem'd 
the ſtudy of it inconfiſtent with 
their adminiſtration of Pxblick 
Affairs : There he ſhews us that

Charondas that of Catana, and af- 
ter his Exile that of Abeginm - 
The Tarentine was exceedingly im- 
provid by Archytas : Solon go- 
verned the Athenians; Bias and 
Thales much benefited Tonia , 
Chilon the Lacedemonians, and 
- Pittacus that of Mitylena : The 
Rhodians Cleobulus : and Anaxi- 
mander planted a Colony at Apot- 
lonia from Miletus : Xenophone was 


re-

renowned for his military 'ex- 
ploits, and approv'd himſelf the 
greateſt Captain among(t all the 
Greeks in the expedition of Cyrus, 
who with many others periſh'd : 
for when they were ina ſtrait for 
want of one to make good their 
retreat, he alone undertook and 
effected it. Plato the Son of Ari- 
fo brought back Dio into Sicily, 
inſtructing him how he ſhould 
ſabvert the Tyranny of Diozyſls : 
Only Socrates indeed deſerted the 
care of the Athenian Democraty , 
for that it more reſembled a Ty- 
ranny 3 and therefore refuſed to 
give his ſuffrage for the condemn- 
Ing thoſe ten gallant Commanders, 
nor would he by any means coun- 
tenance the thirty Tyrants in 
any of. their flagitious - aCtions : 
But when his dear Country lay at 
ſtake, then he cheerfully took up 
Arms, and fought bravely againſt 
Delium, Amphipolis and Potidea : 

Ari-

Ariſtotle when his Country was 
not. only reduc'd to a_very low 
ebb , but almoſt utterly ruin'd, 
reſtored her again : Demetrius Pha-- 
lerins govern'd Athens with extra- 
ordinary renown till their won- 
ted malice expell'd him 3 and yet 
after that, he enacted many whole- 
ſome Laws, whilſt he fajourn'd 
with King Ptolomy in Zgypt : Who 
will denyPerieles ſon of Xanthippus 
to have been- a moſt profound 
Philoſopher ? or Epaminondas, Pho- 
cion, Ariſtides and Ephialtes the 


ſons of Polymnes, Phacus, Lyſander 


and Sophonidas , and. ſome time 
after Carneades and Critolars? who 
were employ'd Embaſſadours to 
Rome, and obtained a Peace, pre- 
vailing ſofar by their Eloquence 
and diſcreet behaviour , as that 
they us'd to fay., The Athenians 
had ſent Embaſſadours not to per-- 
ſwade them to what they pleaſed 
but to compel them : Nor can we 

omit 
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Pubuten, £-mproyment 
omit Perſens his knowledge in Po- 


litics, who inſtruted Artizonnus 5 
nor that of the great Ariſtotle-, 


who inſtituted*the. young; but af- 


tefward great Alexander 'in the. 


ſtudy of Letters'z Lyſs the Diſci- 
ple of Pythagoras inftructed Epa- 
»tinondas : Tſhall notneed ftoim- 
portune you. with ' more recitals 
(though he reſames. the "ſame in- 
ſtances in.the 14. Chapter of his 
2*:Book) to celebrate the re- 
nown of 'Learned Men 'for their 
knowledge and'ſucceſs in armes,as 
well as in civil government, where 
he tells us of Plato's exploit at 
Tanagra, and many other great 
Scholars; but ſhew you rather 
how he concludes :”'He' (ſays #l:- 
an, for it ſeems there were ſome 
admirers of folitude too before 
our days) that ſhall affirm Phila- 


ſophers to be qwgarrvs, nnfit for pub- 
"4ndn lick employment and buſineſſe, talks 


childiſhly , and like an 1gnorant - 
Fn 3 and 
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\preferr dto Spurnuae. #3 ® 
and Seneca gives ſo.harſha termto £2.52. * 
thoſe who pretended that publick 
affairs did hinder the progreſſe of 
Letters, and the enjoyment of 
our - ſelves, that the language 
would be .bardly -ſufferable from 
any ſave a,Stoic; Mentinntur,ſayshe 
Wiſe men do not ſubje# themſelves 
to the employments they undertake, 
but. accommodate' and lend them- 
ſelves to theme only : Soas our An- 
tagoniſt conld not have choſen a 
Topic lefle to the advantage. of 
ſolitude or the humor of his hap- 
py Celador, whilſt being confin'd 
to ſpeculation and Books alone, he 
depriyes :himfſelf of that . pleaſing 
variety which he contends for. 
Theſe. great men were: men of 
AGion, and men of Knowledge 
too, and ſo may perſons of the 
buſjeſt employments', were they 
as careful to” improve their 
time and opportunities, as thoſe 
plorious Heroes were: Which puts 
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Publick, Employment 
me in mind of 'what I have heard 
ſolemnly reportedz that 'tis an 
ordinary thing at Amſterdam to 
find the ſame Merchant who inthe 
morning was the buſieſt man in 
the World at Exchange-time, to be 
reading Plato or Xenophon in Greek, 
or ſome other of the learnedft 
Authors and Poets, at home in the 
afternoon. And there is no man 
(ſays my Lord Bacon) canbe fo 
ſtraitned, and opprefsd with bx- 
ſeneſſe, and an aFive courſe of life, 
but he may reſerve many vacant 
times of leaſare (if he be diligent 
to obſerve it, and how much he 
gives to play, inſignificant diſcoxrſes, 
and other impertinences ) whilſt 
he expects the returns, and tides 


- of affairs; and his own Exam- 


ple has ſufficiently illuſtrated 
what he writes, whoſe Stu- 
dies and produGtions have been ſo 
obliging to the Learned World, 
as have deſervedly immortaliz'd 
bie name to Poſterity. But

But heproceeds, and indeed in- 
genuouſly acknowledges that ere 
Letters are in. confiraint, when 
they ſpeak before great perſons , 
and in Company : And can you 
praiſe ſolitude for this virtue ? Oh bf 
prodigious effet of Learning, That 2 
thoſe who have ſtudied all their ih 
lives time to ſpeak, ſhould then be 
mute, when they have moſt occa- 
fion to ſpeak / Loguere ut te vide- 
an aid the Philoſopher 5; but he 
would have men dumb and inviſi- 
| bletoo: Thetruth is, 'tis the only 
reproch of men of Letters, that 
for want of liberal converſation 
ſome of them appear in the world 
like ſo many fartoſmes in black, 
and by declining a ſeaſonable ex- 
erting of themſelves , and their 
handſome talents, which Uſe and 
Converſation would cultivate and 
infinitely adorn ; they leave oc- 
cafion for ſo many infipid and 
ewpty foppsto uſurp their rights, 
| G 3 and

and daſh them out of Counte- 


nance. | 
Francis the firſt, that great 


and incomparable Prince, (as Slez- 


dan calls him) was never brought 
up to Letters , yet by the read- 
ing of ggod Tranſlations, the de- 
light he” took to hear learned 
Diſcourſes, and his inviting of Scho- 
lars to converſe freely with him 
upon all ſubjets and occaſions ; 
he became not only very Eloquert, 
but ſingularly kzowing : For this 
doubtleſs it was, that Plutarch 
compos d that expreſs Treatiſe a- 
mongſt his Morals, Phzloſophau- 
dun effe cum Principibus, where he 
produces us ſeyeral rich Examples 


of theſe profitable effedts : And in- 


| deed(ſfays one) a Phzloſopher ought 


not to be blam'd for being a Conr- 
tier, and that we now and then 
find themin the company of great 
and-opulent Perſons; nor imports 
it that you ſeldom ſee their viſt s 
re- 
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return'd; fince ''tis a mark be 
knows what 'he wants of accom- 
pliſhments, and of their 7gnoraxce, 
who are ſo indifferent for the ad- 
vantages they may derive from 
their Converſation. But I might 
proceed and ſhew you, not only 
what makes our learned book-worms 
come forth of their Cells with ſo ill 
a grace into Company, but preſent 
you likewiſe with ſome of the 
moſt ſpecious Fruits of their ſo 
celebrated Receſſes 3; were it not 
better to receive what I would ſay 
from the lively CharaFer which 
Sepecs has long ſince given' us of 
them: In earneſt, marvellous is 
the - pains which. ſome of them 
take after an empty criticiſme, to 
have all the points of Martial and 
Juvenal ad unguem, the ſcraps of 
the ancient Poets to produce up- 
on occaſion : ſome. are for Kooks, 


Genealogies, and Blazons; can tell ' 


you who married who, what his

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Publick Employment 
great Grandfather was, and the 
Portion that came by his Ant : 
This was of old(fays Seneca )the E- 
pidemical diſeaſe, for men to crack 
their brains to diſcover how many 
Oars Ulyſſes Gally carried 3 whe- 
ther it were firſt written 1/as or 
Odyſieaz and a profound Student 
amongſt the learned Romans 
would recount to you who was 
the firſt YiFor at Seaz when Ele- 
phants came into uſe at Triumphsz 
and wonderful is the concern a- 
bout Caxdex, for the derivation of 
Codices, Caudicarins, Ec. Gellins 
or Aeellins, Vergilins or Virgilige, 
with the like trifles that make men 
idly bufie indeed, not better : yet 
are theſe amongſt the conſidera- 
ble efleQs and rare produQions of 
Receſs, Solitude, and Books, and 
ſome have grown old in the learn- 


| Ing, and been greatly admired for 


it : But what ſays our Philoſopher

all other Converſations, had they 
ſuch generoys encouragements, as

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tions of Crowns , for which they 
give immortality even to Crowes 
themſelves: For what would there 
remain of ſo many Pyramids and 
Obeliſcs of Marble, ſo many Am- 
phitheaters, Circs, Coloſſes, and 
enormous Pops, if Books and 
Book-men ere perezniores,did not 
preſervethem to poſterity?If under 
Heaven then there be any thing 
Great, and that approches Eternity, 
itis from their hands. who have 
manag'd the'Pen: *Tis from _ 
| "i 
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1labors(Ye GreatOzes)that youſeck. 
tolive,and are notforgotten as the 


you lie mingled with : Never 
we heard of Achilles but for 
' poor Homer; never of the Exploits 
of thouſands more, but from the 
Books andWPritings of Learned men, 
who have 1t in their power, toglive 
more luſtre to theirHeros,than their 
Crowns, and Purple ;, and can with 
one daſh of their per, kill more 
dead, then a fab with a Stiletto. 
There is no man alive that 
more affets a Country life then my 
ſelf, no man it may be, who has 
more experienc'd the delicies of 
it - Buteven thoſe without a&iox 
were intollerable : You will fay 
it is not publick: If it contribute 
and tend toit, what wants it but 
the name and the found?

zerous and ridiculous jn their ob- 
jets than the moſt Publick, Employ- 
ment: For T find that one of the

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_  preferr dtoSolituds.. 
chief Prerogatives of our hafpy- 
man (and whom by a contradi- 
Qion to his Argument, he thioks 
11] defin'd by being tearm'd a bitte 
World) is by the advantage of his 
receſs to mould 1d#as of a thou- 
ſand Species, never yet in being ; 
and to uſe his own expreſſion, pro- 
duce more Monſters than Africa 
it ſelf, more Novelties than Amve- 
fFice ; to fancy Building , Navies,

On the other (ide, do we think 
that men of Buſmmeſs never vacate 
to admire the Works of Nature, be- 
cauſe they poſiels ſo many Works 
of Art 2 Thave ſufficiently ſhew'd 
how competent Phzloſophy is with 
Publick Employment ;, and inſtanc'd 
in as great Perſons as ever -the 
World produc'd ; and yet I (aid

But if the unmeaſurable purſuit 
of Riches have plung'd ſo many 
great Ones into Vices, and fre- 
quently become their ruine 3 we 
may find more private Perſons, 
who neither Bxz/t, Feafted, nor 
Gam'd, as greedy and oppreſhvez 
defrauding even their own bellies,. 
and living in ſteeples, ſqualid Cot- 
tages and ſordid Corners to grati- 
fie an unſatiable avarice ; and that 
have no other teſtimony to prove

Publick Employment - 
Eaſe, their avarice, and the wwwber 
f theirTears: None to appearance 
more Wiſeand Religions than theſe 
Wretches, whoſe Apology is com- 
monly their —_ of power, 
and contempt of worldly vanities :

*Y great Rich-mar diſpoſes of his 
=p Eftate in building ſome auguſt Fq- 
brick or Publick Work , which cul- 
tivates Art, and employs a world 
of poor men that earn their bread;

» FTonſneſs ſeldom goes unaccompa- 
nied with other ſecret and exter- 
minating Vices.

ſip : The truth is, and TE 
confeſs, this pet»laxt and haſty pre- 
tending of men to places of Charge 
in the Commonwealth , without a 
natural aptitude, a ious and 
folid diol jon to buſineſs is the 
baze of States; Men ſhould not 
immoderately preſs into employ-
